REPUBLICAN COURTS 
RULE SOUTH OF BOYNE 


Britain Has Many Sol- 
diers in Ireland, But the 
Republican Volunteers 
Are Keeping the Impe- 
rial Soldiers Very Busy. 


' Dublin, August 1.—Fears that the 
Irish situation, which is daily 
growing more tense, may burst into 
a general conflagration at any mo- 
ment are expressed in responsible 
quarters here. At the present there 
is virtually no civil law south of 
the Boyne river except that admin- 
istered by republican courts, but 
it 16 pointed out “that each day 
finds the balance hetween military 
and revolutionary rule growing 
more equal. 

It is estimated there are between 
60.000 and 80,000 fully equipped 
British soldiers in Ireland, and 
they are.being reinforced daily by 
men arriving from across the chan- 
nel. As a result, there are more 
frequent and more stubborn bat- 
>Mles between the troops and the 
republican volunteers. who for a 
‘time had things much their own 
way. .There have also been more 
arrests for carrying arms and se- 
ditious literature, as reports § tq 
courts-martial show. It is expect- 
ed the number of these arrests will 
increase if the government succeeds 
in carrying its “drastic measures” 
in the house of comfmons next week. 

Sinn Feiners eDstroy Barracks. 

-Reprisals by policemen and sol- 
diers on villages suspected of har- 
boring men responsible for attacks 
against the armed forces of the 
erown are also expected here, the 
police being particularly aroused 
over ghe attacks made on their fel-° 
low’ members. In the meantime, the 

n Feiners, in carrying on their 
ampaign, have virtually cleared the 

-ountry of barracks. They are now 
turning their attention to country 
houses where military forees might 
be housed, and a number of thgse 
have been burned during the last 
ten days. Attacks on coast guard 
stations for the purpose of captur- 
ing explosives have been stopped, 
it having been established that this 
‘practice was imperilling the lives 
of seamen, who could not be warn- 
ed of marine dangers except by the 
guards. Homes of coast guards are 
not immune, however, and a number 
of these have lately received atten- 
tion, in fact, it is commented, noth- 
ing in Ireland is safe at present 
that might either be used against 
the republican movement or that 
might assist it. 

Guards for Bullion, 

Irish banks which do _ business 
with the Bank of England and nec- 
éssarily make periedical shipments 
of bullion to the latter institution 
have called on the military author- 
ities for armed guards for the lor- 
rie sthat move the bullion at night. 
This has léd to reports that pank 
reserves are being moved to Eng- 

land. , 

‘ “In Dublin crowds gZather on the 
streets at night, impeding traffic 
-and frightening nervous persons on 
the slightest provocation, and the 
police stand idly by, seemingly real- 
izing that interference might lead to 
something more serious. Just be- 
fcre midnight, the curfew hour, the 
orderly elements stream away to 
their hofmes, but long after this 
there are many stragglers about the 
streets. As a result a score or more 
are gathered in each night for be- 
ing out of their homes without per- 
mits. At street corners, night or 
dey, can be seen numefous “gun 
men” representing both sides of the 
eunflict. They are ready for action 
ata moment’s notice. Some of these 
have come from the United States 
and Canada.

In those six hours she had come 
in contact with a man who had 

runk deep the pleasures of life, a 
debonnair millionaire who for many 
years had been a vivid figure in 
Chicago’s “‘gay life” and who at the 
mcment was indulging in his “flat 
of fifty girls” in final carousal 
with whisky. 

Slim little Ruth had come to Lof- 
tis’ apartments at the diamond 
merchant’s request. He wanted to 
talk to her about her sweetheart, a 
friend of his—Roy Shayne, son of 
the late John T. Shayne, the’ Chi- 
cage furrier. She had been working 
as a bookkeeper at the fashionable 
Edgewater Beach hotel and their 
engagement -had been announce 
privately at a little dinner which 
Loftis had attended. “= 

Met Her in Pajamas, 

Unsuspectingly, Ruth went to the 
Loftis apartment. It washer first 
time. She had met Loftis but once 
before, but she knew he was h2r 
Sweetheart’s friend. At first she 
thought of just hearing what he had 
to say) He had met irer in hig pa- 
jamas and this had offended ‘her. 
She rebuked him. He prevailed 
upon her to stay and finally to take 
a drink. He had had many. . 

She wasn’t accustomed to liquor, 
she said. “I had four drinks of 
whisky,” she told the police, “and 
it made me feel quéer.” “Loftis had 
many more gnd was intoxicated. 

He had locked the door. He 
sought tc embrace her. She said he

Pretty Girl Released. 

At first the police said “murder.” 
They didn’t know whether to di- 
rectly accuse the gi.l or her sweet- 
reart. : 

Today, after hours of investiga- 
tion during which scores of theories 
were ‘shattered, Coroner Honfman 
gave the verdict that Loftis had 
died of apoplexy and Miss Woods 
was released, Shayne was let go 
yesterday. 

While the questioning of Miss 
Woods revealed some contraditions 
in her statements, it failed’ to shake 
her original story that Loftis, “stac- 
gering from liquor” fell, striking hig 
head against a doorknob when her 
fiance, Roy Shayne, entered the 
apartment in response to her tele- 
phone call for help. 

Miss Woods steadfastly denied 
that she or anv one else had hit 
Loftis with a whisky bottle, frag- 
ments of which were found near 
his body. 

Police now are making every ef- 
fort to clear the “wild taxicab ride” 
Miss Woods says she took when she 
fled from the Loftis apartment, 
leaving Shayne with the body. 

In connection /with this Miss 
itted that she had 
Loftis’ watch, other articles of jew- 
elry, and his roll of bills when she 
fled, At first she denied having 
the money. Later she said Loftis 
forced it and the jewelry on her, 
but she returned the money which 
he put in his pajama pocket ‘after- 
ward placing it on the dresser. He 
took it from the dresser, she said. 

A rescore of habituées of the cafes 
visited, identified Miss Woods as» 
having come into the cafes Friday 
nicht with Herman Wexler. a taxi- 
cab driver, and another man, say- 
ing “she had plenty of money and 
bought many drinks.” 

Tangcied Web Arises. 

In the last thirty-six hours there 
had arisen a tangled web of cir- 
cumstances that often seemed _ to 
point to the murder theory. But 
finally it was abandoned and onlv 
one mystery remained—how much 
in money (if any) and jewels were 
taken from. Loftis’ apartment. The 
police viewpoint tonight was this: 

“Loftis is deal. We think he 
died bv accident. maybe by a fall. 
Or perhaps it was a scuffle. In 
neither case can murder be proved. 

“Tf Shayne did knock him down 


after he had attacked the gir? 
Shayne would be justified. If he 
died in a seuffle with Miss Woods 
she would not be culpable—for no 
jurv would convict her. 

“The onlw mystery left ts in re- 
rard to the jewels. Why did she 
take them—and how did 
them? Did he give them to her? 
If ao. for what? If she stole them, 
why?” 

The girl’s answer to the jewel 
onestion was that Loftis had thrust 
them into her pocketbook.

On Tuesday the 
house will take up as unfinished 
business the budget amendment to 
the constitution of which Represen- 
tative Stove Pace of Sumter is the 
author. 

The senate Monday morning will 
take up as a special ordér the “blue 
sky” bill introduced by Senators 
Dorris of the €#8th and Kea of the 
16th. This is one of the most im- 
portant measures of the session, the 
present law having been found to 
be altogether inadequate in that it 
gives the state no power to investi- 
gate companies applying for a li- 
cense to sell stocks and other se- 
curities of a speculative nature. 

The Dorris-Kea bill, which has 
the backing of Secretary of State 
McLendon, seems to have met with 
general favor and it is believed that 
it will pass without difficulty in the 
senate. Governor Dorsey also has 
expressed himself as very much in 
favor of a new “blue sky” law that 
would enable the state to check 
fraudulent stoek promotions. 

The bill in question provides for 
a securities commission, composed 
of the secretary of state as chair- 
man, the attorney general and the 
commissioner of commerce and la- 
bor, who shall pasg on all applica- 
tions to sell stock after a searching 
investigation of the proposed issue 
has been made by an examiner ap- 
pointed by the commission and paid 
from fees provided for the depart- 
ment.

president of Africa.” A constitu- 
tion and a “bill of rights in the 
name of the negro” also will be 
adopted, aceording to Marcus Gar- 
vey, president general of the asso- 
ciation. 

The convention is scheduled %o 
continue until August 31 with rep- 
resentatives of negroes in all parts 
of the world in attendance. The 
program today included a religious 
service and a parade through the 
negro section of Harlem.

Bolsheviki Forces Cap- 
ture More Towns and 
Are Now Within 75 
Miles of Warsaw, the 
Capital of Poland. 


BREST-LITOVSK TAKEN 
BY THE RUSSIAN FORCES 


No News Received of 
Polish Commission Sent 
to Negotiate Armistice. 
Anglo-French © Mission 
Still Hopeful. 


Paris, August 1.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The Russian soviet 
army is.now within 75 miles of 
Warsaw. It has captured Lomza, 
which is just that distance north- 
east of the Polish capital, and the 
towns of Kolno and Szczuczyn, near 
the German border, in the Lomza 
region. 

In spite of these and other bol- 
sheviki successes, the military ex- 
perts of the Anglo-French mission 
in Poland are reported to be opti- 
mistic because of the remarkable 
stiffening in the resistance of the 
Polish northern army under Gen- 
eral Haller. 

The chief concern of the experts 
is the position of the fourth Pol- 
ish army, defending Brest-Litovsk, 
but Polish advices declare the pres- 


sure upon that army will be re- | 


lieved shortly ne thé” Polish coun- 
ter offensive Which is being dtrect- 
ed northeastward ‘from the region 
of Brody, northeast of Lemberg. 

A large number of ships is arriv- 
ing at Danzig daily from French 
and British’ ports ,with munitions, 
which are being unioaded rapidly 
and rushed to the Polish front, ac- 
cording to word received here. An 
efficient unloading system has been 
organized by the allied experts, and. 
in putting this system into effect 
French, British and Polish workers 
are laboring side by side without 
interference, it is declared. 
RUSSIANS TAKE 
BREST-LITOVSK. 

London, August 1—The fortress 
of Brest-Litovek, the stronghold 110 
miles east of Warsaw, on the boun- 
dary of Poland proper, fs reported 
to have been captured by the Rus- 
sians, according to a wireless dis- 
patch from Berlin today. 

The reports, say the Berlin mes- 
sege, came from ‘eastern Germany, 
and declared that  Brest-Litovsk 
had been taken by the  bolsheviki 
after only slight resistance from the 
Poles and that the soviet forces 
were cqntinuing their advance to- 


ward Warsaw and Lemberg. 


The bolshevik cavalry on the Ger- 
man eastern frontier, the message 
adds, has been withdrawn and 
started in the direction of Warsaw. 

Friday’s official soviet com- 
munique from Moscow, transmitted 
through London Saturday, while it 
cid not claim the capture of Brest- 
Litovsk, indicated that the sovict 
forces had reached that fortress in 
their forward movement against the 
Poles.

NOTHING 1S HEARD

Warsaw, August 1.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Nothing has been 
beard up to this hour from the Rol- 
ish armistice negotiators since they 
were swallowed up in the darkness 
within the soviet Russian lines at 9 
o'clock Friday night, on their way 
to meet the soviet armistice envoys. 

While the crossing on No Man's 
Land was arranged to take place at 
8 p. m, there was an hour’s delay 
due to a misunderstanding in sig- 
nals, owing to the difference in time 
kept by the two armies, and the 
Peles were obviously agitated by 
the wait impcsed upon them before 
the jump-off from the Polish front 
to the soviet lines. 

The crossing was made in a quiet 
sector, in the region of Kobyrn. Sev- 
en Polish automobiles bore the 
emissaries. The cars carried white 
flags. The ‘moter bearing General 


Romer, the head of the delegation, 


went over the line first, and three of 
the other cars followed closely, ac- 
cording to gn American official who 
witnessed the crossing and returned 
to Warsaw today. This official said 
that just after General Romer’s car 
and the three others immediatels 
following had passed over the 
bridge leading from one front to the 
other the bridge caught fire.

In Regard to Seizure of 
Russian Island — Japan 
Says Seizure Is Tem- 
porary. 


Tokio, August 1.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—The American note 
dealing with Japan’s occupation oz 
the northern part of the island of 
Saghalin anpears to have made an 
unpleasant impression generally 
upon the Japanese, but the hope is 
expressed that the government will 
be able to convince the United 
States that the occupation is only 
of a temporary character. 

The newspapers in their comment 
are adopting, in the main, three 
lines of opposition. The first, rep- 
resented by The Kokumin Shimbun, 
is that America’s attitude toward 
Japan is always @ the nature of a 
challenge. The second, voiced by 
The Yomi-Yurishimbun, is that the 
Japanese militarists are to btame 
for what it declares is the miscon- 
ception abroad about Japan. The 
third, expressed by the conservative 
Jiji Shimpo, is that the occupation 
of Russian territory by Japan con- 
stituted a doubtful policy, Tiable to 
cause difficulties both at home and 
abroad. 

After pointing out that Japan had 
clearly stated it had no territorial

“It is regrettable, however, that 
the declarations of the Japunése 
government are often not taken se- 
riously.

They will make reports to 
the state commissions and Mr. Thom 
Said it was thought that their opin- 
ions wonld have weight with the 
State bodies. 

Since the increases in passenger, 
Pullman, excess baggage and milk 
rates were made general for the en- 
tire country by the federal commis- 
sion, the railroads will ask for cor- 
responding increases in each state. 
The percentage of advances in in- 
trastate freight rates which the 
roads will request, however, wil! 
ccrrespond to the percentage au- 
thorized in the territory in which 
the state is located.

Figuring on the Increases. 

Rate increases granted the rail- 
roads by the interstate commerce 
commission are designed to give 
the carriers an annual net oper- 
ating income of $1,134,000,000, or 
$241,000,000 more than the standard 
return allowed by the govern- 
ment and based on the average 
of the three-year period imme- 
diately preceding federal control. 

This sum is $34,000,000 more than 
the roads made im their record year 
of 1916, but is $99,000,000 less than 
the total of $1,233,000,000 net operat- 
ing income which they sought in 
presenting their applications to the 
commission. 

Experts of the carriers will set to 
work tomorrow on the tremendous 
task of preparing the new tariff 
schedules which it is planned to file 
in time for the increased rates— 
freight, passenger and Pullman—to 
become effective September 1. On 
that date the governemnt guarantee 
of the standard return of $8932,000,006 
annually will expire under a provi-

SEE POSSIBLE DOWFALL 
OF SOVIET IN VICTORY.

Berlin, August 1.—Entent experts 
profess to gee some symptoms that 
the victory of soviet Russia over 
Poland may be converted into the 
downfall of bolshevism through the 
manouevers of czarist officers, 

Meantime, cautious eves are kept 
on German monarchists, who might 
want to link revived Ru8sian and 
German monarchies. 

Reports reaching here from the 
officered largely by czarists, among 
whom is included Generas Brusiloff.

Food for Thought. 

Meantime, the attitude of Gen- 
erals Ludendorff and Hindenburg is 
furnishing : food for thought. A 
week ago a feeler was put out that 
Ludendorff could raise a bg army 
to fight the bolsheviki, especially if 
the treaty of Versailles were scrap- 
ped. Entente representatives here 
do not take Kindly to the hint, and 
add the doubt that the nation would 
rally to such a ¢all. 

Since the suggestion went out, 
Ludendorff has conferred with Gen- 
eral Reinhard, leader of the republi- 
can brigade. There isan unconfirmed 
report that the crown prince and 
Hindenburg will arrive within the 
next few days. Ostensibly, such 
visits would not have to do with 
the problem of restoring the Rus- 
sian monarchy, but such a situation 
is not considered entirely out of the 
question. An added fact is that 
Gutschow, a noted anti-bolshevik 
leader, has lately been exceedingly 
busy in Berlin. 

It is léarned on good authgrity 
that the entente mission, which re- 
3 visited Poland, reported 
unanimously to their governments 
that it was.too late for the victory 
of the bolshevists to be checked. 

Moreover, it is considered impos- 
sible to transport troops across 
Germany through Danzig, owing to 
the opposition of railway workers. 
Some of the members of the mission 
are said to hold that Germany is 
the only bulwark agdinst bolshe- 
vism, saying that a few German 
divisions could clean out the Rus- 
sian armies.

ties of policemen or of troops who 
yré being used as supplementary to 
the police. -At first when the rai 
way men refused to carry them the 
scldiers or police took it calmly and 
returned to their barracks. Later 
on the government isgued an order 
that the soldiers or police should sit 
tight in the railway carriages and 
insist’ on being carried. They were | 
also directed to present themselves 
at the next train starting for their 
Gcestination. 

Hence a series of spasmodic hold- 
ups of trains all over the country 
v hich cannot be relieved till the po- 
lice decide to withdraw. Wherever 
the police insist on being carried the 
trains cease to run beyond that sta- 
tion, and the’ railway men responsi- 
ble are dismissed. But the passer- 
ger trains which do not stop at that 
station are unaffected, and run 
through as usual. On the Midland 
line this has meant that trains from 
Dublin cannot get past Athenry and 
Castlerea, while trains up to Dublin 
stiil run. ; 

The driver, fireman and guard 
starting from Dublin convey their 
train as far as the point where the 
police want to get on. They refuse 
to gd any further, and there is a 
regular daily list of dismissals. 

Motors Being Used. 

The situaation may be relieved 
any day by a decision of the gov- 
ernment to send their men by mo- 
tor. hat would be hailed, how- 
éver, as a victory for Sinn: Fein. 

The Irish judges who are now 
going out to held the assizes have 
decided to travel by motor. Usual- 
ly they go by train accompanied by 
an armed guard of honor. If they 
went by train with the guard they 
would not be allowed to leave the 
terminus. If they went without the 
guard it would be acknowledging 
the Sinn Fein power, and they would 
be liable to be held up like any 
other passengers at any station 
where police wanted to come on 
board.

POLAND IS SWAMPED 
BY BOLSHEVIK DRIVE 
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by a breeze that sprang up during 
the evening. 
Concessions Are Barred. 


The emissaries representing Po- 
land in the armistice conference 
withythe Russians at Baranovitchi 


have’ beeh instructed not to concede 
any points that might endanger Po- 
land’s independence, according to 
an interview with Vice Premier 
Daszynski,; which was published in 
today’s newspapers. It had been in- 
timated in various quarters that tle 
scviets would insist upon the estab- 
lishment cf a soviet government in 
Foland before even granting an ar- 
mistice, but the Polish emissaries 
have been instructed to make nv 
concessions which would permit the 
soviets to interfere with the interior 
affairs of Poland. 

The instructions tothe Polish del- 
egates likewise order them to hold 
out against any clauses which might 
provide for the disarmament of Po- 
land in any way. 

Regarding the. national frontier, 
the delegates are instructed not t» 
conditions changing 
Premier Lloyd-George’s line of de- 
marckation, while in the case of 
Iiastern Galicia the boundary is to 
be decided, it is stated, according to 
the line held by the troops when the 


Warsaw was brought into closer 
contact with the front by the arrival 
in a shattered condition of a wom- 
2n’s battalion which fought in the 
defense ot Vilna. The battalion suf- 
fered heavy losses and is now be- 
ing reorganized. Mass has been held 
in memory of the women soldiers 
and others who fell defending Vilna. 

Anti-aircraft guns have been 
brought into play as part of the de- 
fense of Warsaw, as ene polshevik! 
are now using airplanes frequently 
in their northern drive. Many 
civilian organizations are being 
given parts in the plans for defend-~- 
ing the city, some of them being 
assigned to guard the bridges over 
the -Vistula. 

British Soldiers Revolt. 

Twenty British soldiers assigned 
to the task of unloading a cargo of 
war material consigned to Poland 
have refused to continue their work 
at Danzig, according to Poles who 
have arrived here from that city. 
Eighty soldiers were detafled for 
this duty and the twenty who re- 
volted have been arrested by the 
order of the British commander in 
that port. Sympathizers with dock 
workers who refused to unload the 


tested against their arrest. 

A great crowd assembled later in 
the region of the prison where the 
soldiers are being held, and there 
were rumors that two British sol- 
diers were killed while guarding 
the mén under detention. Support- 
ers of striking dockmen are re- 
ported to be violent, as feeling has 
run high since the British have 
taken a hand in unloading material 
being shipped into Poland. Anti-tax 
demonstrations in Danzig Thursday 
evening increased the disorder 
there, it is gaid. 

Poles Hold at Some Points. 


The Poles have succeeded in hold- 
ing up the Russian advance at some 
points along the front, according to 
Saturday's communique from Polish 
headquarters. Soviet advance 
guards were driven back in the vi- 
cinity ot Lomza, while further 
south the Poles are making prog- 
ress in a counter attack and are 
holding their own near Brest-Lit- 
ovsk, where the bolsheviki have 
teen fiercely attacking, it is deé- 
clared. Failure of the Russians to 
hold positions they had gained on 
the west bank of the Sereth also is 
reported. The official statement 
reads: . 

“A corps of bolshevik cavalry has 
just passed Ossovetz in a southwest- 
erly direction. Its advance guards 
have been thrown back near Lomza ‘ 
by our troops. 

“Enemy attacks on the Nare Wiz- 
na jine as far as the railroad from 
Kialystok to Brest-Litovsk have 
been repulsed south of Bielsk; the 
enemy succeeded in occupying Cher- 
emcha station. Our counter attack 
is making progress. 

“Our group in Polesia is holding 

its position near Brest-Litovsk, aft- 
er having defeated four bolshevik 
regiments at a point where the en- 
emy pressure had made itself most 
felt. 
. “An action is now taking place in 
the region of Brody and Radzivilov. 
On the Sereth the situation is un- 
changed. The enemy crossed the 
river at several points. but was 
finally driven back.” 


GLOOM PREVAILS 
IN POLE CABINET. 

Berlin, August 1.—Gloom prevails 
in Polish cabinet circles as the re- 
sult of a conference of the allied 
missions held the night of July 30, 
according to u Warsaw dispatch to 
The Hamburg Fremdenblatt. The 
allies, the dispatch says, set forth at 
the conference the difficulties to be 
met by the western powers in an 
or pai to come to the aid of Po- 
and. 

Danzig is the only available route 
by which this support might be 
sent, but this channel is virtually 
blocked because of a lack of ton- 
nage, and the allies, therefore, im- 
rressed upon Poland the need of her 
relying upon her own resources. The 
council of defensd then drafted the 
conditions for accepting the pro- 
pcsal for an armistice with the Rus- 
sian bolsheviki. , 

Strong opposition to obeying or- 
ders from the Moscow government 
has sora up in the Russian army 
on the Polish front, it is declared in 
a dispatch to the Tageblatt from 
Koenigsberg. It is pointed out that 
the goviet army is to a great ex- 
tent led by former officers of the 
imperial army. : 

A report from Danzig states thar 
notwithstanding the collapse of the 
Polish front, the transportation from 
Danzig of American Polish volun- 
teers who had fought.with General 
Haller’s army in France is contin- 
uing. The American steamer Poca- 
hontas, the message adds, has left 
for New York with 1.200 of Genera! 
Haller’s former troops. 


Poles Pushed Over Border. 

Russian bolsheviki cava! ressed 
the 2,000 soldiers who, with forty 
officers, corssed the German frontier 
in East Prussia yesterday, accord- 
ing to advices received here. The 
Russians threatened to ‘follow the 
Poles across the national boundary. 
but refrained from doing so when 
German authorities disarmed the fu- 
gitives. The Poles. when informed 
phey must be disarmed, thre waway 
their rifles and scrambled aboard a 
train which carried them further 
into German territory.

Dr. and Mrs. Baker had met Mr 
Hanly in Dennison this morning and 
were driving him to their home in 
Kilgore, twenty miles from here.

@red an address tomorrow. He had 
intende@ spending the day with the 
Bakers at their home in Kilgore. 

Born in Log Cabin. 

Indianapolis, Ind. August 1.— 
Former Governor J. Frank Hanly, 
,of Indiana, who was killed in an 
automobile accident near Dennison, 
Ohio, today, was born April 4, 1863, 
in a log cabin in Champaign coun- 
nf Nlinois. He secured his educa- 
tion by working his way through 
the Eastern Illinois Normal school 
at Danville, Ill He taught school 
for several years following his 
gsraudation from the Illinois Nor- 
mal school and studied law during 
his spare time. 

In 1889 he. was admitted to the 
Warren county (Indiana) bar and 
began the practice of law at Wil- 


nominated and elected to the In- 
diana stata senate, where he at 
once took a front rank as a de- 
bater and forceful legislator. In 
1894 he was nominated by the re- 
publicans of the Ninth Indiana dis- 
trict for congress and was elected 
by a majority of more than. five 
thousand. In the fall of 1896 he 
moved to Lafayette, Ind., where he 
formed a partnership in the practice 
of law with State Senator Will R. 
Wood. A year later he was a can- 
didate for United States senator on 
the peer ticket against Sen- 
ator Albert Beveridge, but lost the 
nomination in the republican cau- 
cus by a few votes. 

In August, 1903, ‘Mr. Hanly de- 
cided to become a candidate for the 
republican nomination for governor, 
When the convention met he was 
nominated unanimously\on the sec- 
ond ballot. He was elected in 1904 
by almost 85,000 plurality, the larg- 
est ever given a gubernatorial can- 
didate by either party in Indiana. 

Active for Prohibition. 

When his term as governor ex- 
pired in 1909 he became an active 
worker in the prohibition cause and 
for the following five years toured 
the country at the head of a body 
of prohibition lecturers Known as 
the “flying squadron.” In June, 
A916, the “flying squadron founda- 
tion” 
Hanly at its head, and through it 
he has since directed the Prohibi- 
tion fight. 

In 1916 he was the unsuccessful 
candidate of the prohibition party 
for president. He was active in the 
prohibition fight in Ohio and in va- 
rious parts of the country where 
attempts were made .to have the

Washington, August 1.—Rallroads 
@re expected to spend $610,000,000 
for operating equipment to be de- 
livered within a year as the re- 
sult of the rate increase granted 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, it was stated authoritatively 
today. 

This amount will purchase §80,- 
000 freight cars, 20,000 refrigerator 
cars, 4,000 passenger cars and 2,- 
000 locomotives, which the Asso- 
ciation of Railway Executives of- 
ficially informed the commission 
were they minimum immediate re- 
quirements to enable, the railroads 
to meet transportation demands. 

Railroads already have placed or- 
ders for $144,000,000 worth of the 
equipment, anticipating that relief 
would be given by the commission 
as authorized by congress. 

The commission granted practi- 
cally all that was requested by the 
railway executives, with the under- 
standing that the railroads would 
Zo ahead rapidly to remedy present 
serious transportation shortcomings. 

The new rates, which approximate 
3l,per cent general increase, are 
aimed to enable the railroads to pay 
operating expenses, in additian to 
five and one-hatf per cent interest 
on property value, one-half per cent 
for improvements not yielding re- 
turns, together with a margin to 
permit fair return on new capital 
invested. 

Come From New Capital. 

T@e new equipment must come 
largely from new capital, represent- 
éd in loans, which are expected to 
come much easier following’ the 
rate decision. The -$300,000,000 loan 
authorized by the government for 
loans to railroads will aid in the 
early equipment purchases. One 
‘hundred and twenty-five million dol- 
lars will be available for loans for 


equipment purchasts, made to roads |

‘WORTH OF LIQUOR 


Within 4 Months — Chi- 
cago Bootleg King, 
Guiding “Whisky Ring,” 
Sought--Police Involved. 
Gang Commits Murders. 


Chicago, August 1.—Who is the 
malevolent bootleg king guiding the 


destinies of the sinister Chicago 
“whisky ring?” Chicago police 
heads, the federal prohibitio ad- 
ministration, and: law and oe or- 


ganizations were today attempting 
to unravel this mystery. 


Whoever this man is—the police 
believe that one genius for criminal 
organization is responsible—he has 
succeeded in creating a ring, the 
ramifications of which have made 
it possible to steal and sell more 
than $2,000,000 worth of bonded 
liquor within the last four months. 
Several murders are credited to tHe 
sluggers and gunmen in the employ 
of this man. 

Developments today revealed that 
a number of minor police officials 
were implicated in the whisky plot: 


and that at least one federal prohi- 
bition officer is suspected of being 
the “inside man” in the ‘government 
office. Major A. V. Dalrymple, cen- 
tral prohibition officer, charged 
that police were aiding fhe boot- 
leggers; that much of the crime in 
the city was inspired by poisonous 
whisky furnished by the ring, and 
that hhaif of the saloons in the city 
were running wide open. 
Police Implication. 

Two instances of police implica- 
tion in the thefts of liquor have 
been uncovered. 

Fred Wolf, driver of a truc« 
‘aden with $15,000 worth of whis- 
ky, consigned to a popular caba- 
ret, charged that he was waylaid 
by feur policemen, held up at the 
point of guns,,and torced to turn 
his load over to them. The patrol- 
men, Harry Hansen, Christopher 
Moran, Freu H. Krause and Joseph 
J. Pjanewski, were suspended by 
rolice Chiet Gharrity. 

Detective Sergeant Paul Peterson 
Was then arrested on the complaint 
of a saloonkeeper, who said Lle- 
terson offered to engineer a $1i,- 
vVU00 whisky sale for him and to take 
him to the men who could turnish 
it. It is then alleged that Peterson 
took the saloonkeeper to an office. 
excused himself to telephone and 
that while he was gone two ban- 
dias held him up for the $17,000. 
Peterson was suspended and held 
in $10,000 bonds on a robbery 
charge. 

Caesar Cal Pino, another saloon- 
keeper, complained that he had paid 
the ring $15,000 for a truck loau of 
whisky, which, he said, was held 
up en route to his saloon. ,He ask- 
ed a refund of the money, he de- 
clared, and was told to “dhase him- 
self!’ His story is one of a series. 

Cleverness Shown. 

The cleverness of the leader, or 
leaders, of the whisky ring, was 
demonstrated early Thursday morn- 
ing when efforts to capture them 
were made in a spectacular raid

Seek Press Agent — 
Who Did Staging 
Of Fake Drowning 


District Attorney Says 
“Drowning” a Despon- 
dent Japanese Heroine 
in Central Park Is Tak- 
ing Publicity Too Far.

New York: August 1.—You can 

bring a pretty girl to a New York 
hotel, dress her up in harem togs, 


call her the long lost virgin of 
Stamboul, and set the town by the 
ears with any picturesque tale you 
care to invent about her—provided 
the city editors fall for it. That’s 
ethical press-agentry. 

You can hoist a lion into a Broad- 
way hotel with a derrick, take him 
out of his piano-box casing, and 
let him roam through the corridor 
as the particular pet of Mr. T._R. 
Zan—and your story may get print- 
ed. That’s legitimate publicity. 

You can unloose a crate of mon- 
keys on Brooklyn bridge and keep 
a score of cops busy all day chasing 
them from cable to cable., That's 
a privileged promotion. 


But you can’t stage a fake drown- 
ing of a despondent Japanese hero- 


ine in Central park and get away 
with it—for that is against the law 
and order and public decency, and 
whatever there is left of press agent 
ethics. And that's where the dis- 
trictattorney, representing the out- 
raged dignity of the law and public 
opinion, enters. 
Heroine Arrives. 

Little Yuki Onda, charming Jap- 
anese heroine of some movie or 
other-shortly to be screened, came 
to the great Pennsylvania hotel a 
few days ago. Nobody seems to 
know who registered her there, or 
whp paid her bill when she disap- 
peared. 

At any rate, hard by the shores 
of the lake in Central park the 
following morning were found poor!) 
Yuki’s little hat, and Yuki’s little 
petticoat. and Yuki’s little purse 
with her Httle card in it, so the po- 
lice wouldn't be put to trouble iden- 
tifying the corpse, if they ‘could 
find one. 

Out with the grappling irons and 
on with the search. Every news- 
paper in New York printed the af- 
fecting story. But there was nv 
corpse. And without the corpus de- 
licti—whatever that is—you can’t 
establish a crime or a suicide. 

District Attorney Swann became 
suspicious. At the Pennsylvania he 
discovered that the press agent, if 
t was a A. P.. A... after ail, Bad 
made the unforgivable error of reg- 
istering a Chinese girl under a Jap- 
anese name. This was enough to 
fire Mr. Swann’s own imagination. 


Former Schemes. 


“Remember the Virgin of Stam- 
boul?” he asked the sleuths. “Re- 
member the lion in the Broadway 
hotel? Same guy. Same guy. But 
this time he’s gone too far. Get 
him.” 

So they brought in a highly in- 
dignant publicity booster, the agent 
who made Wilson popular—for a 
time, anyway—in Italy, and the fel- 
low who promises to put over Cox 
this fall if he is given the oppor- 
tunity to display films showing him 
eating doughnuts of Mrs. Cox's 
own make and doing other things 
you and I and other ordinary mor- 
tals do, and asked him, “Did you 
drown poor little Yuki in Central 
park ?”

Crude, very, very 
crude.” 

He was so insulted, that the dis- 
trict attorney believed him.

SURPRISE TO MARK 
COX'S ACCEPTANCE 


Governor to Wire 
Addendum to _ Speech. 
G. O. P. Leaders Are 
Put to Guessing.

wide interest and speculation 
among republican leaders here as to 
what may be subject matter of a 
mysterious, brief statement Govern- 
or Cox is to spring in connection 
with his acceptance speech next 
Saturday: 

Cox has smilingly informed cor- 


respondents during the last week 
that it will be scarcely more than 
200 words in length, and possibly 
shorter. He indicated that it might 
constitute so-called “leads” of sto- 
ries devoted to the subject matter 
of his address. His editors in Day- 
ton would add no light to the mys- 
tery, the most any of them would 
say being that it might be as short 
as fifty words, and probably not 
longer than one hundred. They 
were unanimous in expressing the 
belief that editors generally will 
consider this statement as the big 
punch in the story when it is wired 
into their offices Saturday morning. 
Addendum Is Withheld. 

Harding, personally, as publisher 
of The Marion Star, and his ed- 
itor and other republican editors 
throughout the country will have 
the opportunity of perusing Cox’s 
speech of acceptance within a day 
or so, for it was mailed out of 
Dayton Sunday. But neither Har- 
ding nor any of the other editors 
are to have the opportunity of see- 
ing that short addendum Cox has 
up his sleeve for a week, and hence 
the sharpest curiosity in connec- 
tion with the. big address centers 
in his surprise. 

Republican leaders here recalled 
the mystery which was thrown 
around President Wilson’s now fa- 
mous Jackson day banquet letter, 
when he issued his call for “a gol- 
emn referendum,” if necessary, on 
the league of nations issue. 

Some leaders here professed to 
believe that Cox’s surprise might 
be the suggested wording of the 
league question so as to give the 
people of the country a statement 
on which to hold their referendum 
of the league. This possibility was 


being widely discussed in view of 
the attitude taken by administra- 
tion leaders generally that Har- 
ding’s acceptance speech was tanta- 
mount to repudiation of the Wilson 
league with or without reserva- 
tions. 
May Relate to Lengue. 

Another guess advanced here was 
that Cox’s eleventh hour word 
might be in the form of an official 
statement from President Wilson, 
formally turning over the leader- 
ship of the party into the govern- 
vr’s hands. 

Still a third conjecture was that 
Cox might offer a new internation- 
al doctrine of his own, based on the 
thought that America has a promis- 
sory note to pay in meeting obliga- 
tions entered into on the. peace 
treaty, this doctrine to be the cam- 
paign slogan of the party under his 
leadership. 

From these concrete suggestions 
of what the mystery might be, the 
republican guessers added: A defi- 
nite statement on the prohibition 
issue, a constructive proposal- for 
handling profiteering, some con- 
crete promise attractive to labor 
and farmers, and a dozen other 
guesses. 

Some republicans dismiss the mys- 
tery as a clever trick by Cox to 
sharpen interest in his speech. Cox 
has announced that his last minute 
addition to the speech will be given 
to press associations for distribu- 
tion to their Cents by wire next 
Saturday morning, and to be used 
in connection with the full text 
which has been maile@ out to news- 
pavers for publication in all cities 
at 11 o’clock of that day.

Personal Contact. 

“It is the personal contact with 

the man that counts,” says Colonel

ward more than does a discharged, 
disabled service man who has to 
make up so much lost time under 
such tremendous handicaps. I know 
you will agree that this is a chal- 
lenge to service on our part which 
we of the legion will not ignore.

sninth ship in the line, immediately 
in the rear of the flagship of the 
German .commander-in-chief, Admi- 
ral Scheer. : 

Of the three destroyers, all of 
which are being towed over as a 
'YTesuit of their submersion with 
the German fleet at Scapa Flow, 
the G-102 and the V-43 were in 
the forefront of the fighting 
arapshout the Jutland engage-

Leading a division of four scout 
cruisers that bore the brunt of the 
British fire at the opening of the 
engagement, the Frankfurt, flag- 
Ship of Rear Admiral Brodicker, 
was hit four times, but with a 
small caliber shell in each instance 
and stayed in the fight to the fin- 
ish. The third cruiser behind her 
Was sunk at the opening of the 
engagement. The Frankfurt, which 
has a speed of twenty-eight knots, 
is believed to have participated 
also in raids on the British coast. 

Although she was well up in line 
and’ her 12-inch guns worked 
throughout contact with the British 
fleet, the dreadnaught Ostfriesland, 
flagship of Vice Admiral Schmidt, 
commanding battle squadron No. 1, 
Scaped without a major blow. so 
ar aS naval records here disclose, 
but was damaged later by hittine a 
mine during the withdrawal to Wil- 
helmshaven.

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LIBRARY NOTES

The women of Atlanta came down 
from their handsome but inconven- 
lent pedestals with great pleasure 
last. week and found no resem- 
blance between the polls and a 
prize fight or a circus except the 
sawdust on the floor. The difficulty 
of avoiding conversation with one’s 
friends after patience had heen re- 
warded by entrance to the sacred 
vicinity of the ballot box and the 
mortification of being admonished 
by the officials if one didn’t avoid 
it were the only serious feminine 
discomforts. 

Only one or two women disgraced 
their sex by desiring to enter the 
front of the i without having 
risked death from a motor at the 
back of the line, and only one, so 
far as extremely limited obser- 
vation goes, hebaved in that incom- 
petent way women often do in 
street cars—ability to see a vacant 
seat in a car without having it 
pointed out by a long-suffering man 
—should be a requirement for vot- 
ing. Probably the women neither 
saved the country nor destroyed it. 
but at least they enjoyed themselves 
enormously and felt an extraordi- 
nary sense of heightened, vitality 
at having coped successfully with 
a nearly Australian ballot. 

One excellent feature of the immi- 
nent arrival of women pn the po- 
litical scene will be the extinguish- 
ing of the so-called woman ques- 
tion and the consequent speedy ces- 


sation of novels about these mys- 
terious creatures. Fictions of in- 
tentional propaganda are dull nine 
times out of ten—perhaps some one 
may rise to object, armed, with 
Nicholas Nickleby and Little Dorrit 
—and most of the feminist novels 
by men Or women are hard going. 
The literary sensation of the mo- 
ment, however, is “Woman,” by 
Magdaleine Marx, a lady as eman- 
cipated as that Karl who set the 
world aflame. No less a personage 
than Henri Barbusee, author of 
“Under Fire,” wrote an introduc- 
tion for the English _ translation, 
wherein he says, “The book is 
strictly, religiously objective. Ev- 
erything is perceived only through 
the eyes, the mind, the heart of the 


‘heroine’—the word usage’ thrusts 


‘upon us, for this woman who has no 


name, who is just truly herself. 
Through the commanding will of 
the author the creative richness of 
the book springs altogether from 
the magnificent oneness of a hu- 
man being. No outside approach 
mars this unity. In no other book 
perhaps so markedly as in this has 
the integrity of an individual been 
more respected, and never has an 
imaginary character so consistently 
warded off whatever is not of it- 
self. You don’t even seem to feel 
that this ‘Woman’ talks or tells a 


story. You simply know What she 


knows. 
Poignant and Moving. 
And because of this very fact. 
this intimate association which 
unites us jealously with this one 
being of all others, the book is 


poignant and moving. A world is 
born beneath our eyes. In some 
scenes, short or long, but always 
important and vital, a tragedy 
shudders, and the entire succession 
of the events of life, ordinary and 
on a big scale, passes in the book 
in clear outline, in essential poetry. 
‘Woman’ does not belong to any 
elass of writing; it is not tied down 
by any formula; it does not lower 
itself by imitating. It is a power- 
ful, a rebel, a virgin work, and it 
ranks Magdaleine Marx among ‘the 
loftiest poets of the age.” 


Other gentlemen and ladies ag 
eminent as Romain Rolland, George 
Brandes, Israel Zangwill, Bertrand 
Russell and Isadora Duncan unite 
in paeans of praise for this book, 


though they have little enough in 
common except what are called ad- 
vanced ideas, being variously occu- 
pied with Zionism, pacificism and 
light attire for young children on 
snowy days. 

Senor Blasco Ibanez has recently 
published “Woman Triumphant,” but 
this triumph is that of one woman 
from across the great divide. One 
reads that like a true Latin—in spite 
of the objecting ethnologistg there 
is no other word—he thinks women 
are setting out entirely too well in 
America, and it is perfectly possible 
to sympathize ie the men Who like 
being lords of ¢reation and think 
and sometimes even say that men 
have seen their best days, and that 
even the moving pictures are subtle 
feminine propaganda, and delight in 
showing the clever girl saving her 
lover from death or inancial ex- 
termination. But that is as old as 
Theseus and Ariadne and Jason and 
Medea. 

Of modern novels by avowed femi- 
nists, “The Second Blooming” of Mr. 
Walter Lionel George is the best. 
and it is the best because the prop- 
aganda doesn’t show. The excite- 
ment of obtainining a husband has, 
of course, always been the problem 
subject of fiction, and the problem 
of staying married has flourished in 
the novel for years. So that writing 
about the courtships, briefly, and the 
married lives, lengthily, of three sis- 
ters, is no unusual theme. But thera 
is a very clever little statement 
wrapped up in a great deal of choc- 
Olate, arranged to show the empti- 
ness of most women’s lives. One 
sister. took up politics and clubs in 
the slums; one lived a peaceful, do- 
mestic life with a husband named 
Tom, and six children, and one, 
like the peerless sister in the fairy 
tales, was the one who bloomed a

second spring. It is a very good 

novel, indeed, though it doesn’t set- 

tle the woman question. 
Galaworthy Novels, 

Mr. Galsworthy settles It even less 
in the course of stating the samo 
problem in a novel and in a play. 
“The Man of Property” and “The Fu- 
gitive.” This question is the eco- 
nomic status of married women, and 
ask hopelessly what is to become 
of a married woman who is bored 
with her husband, has no money of 
her own and_presumably not suffi- 
cient intelligence to make a livin 
for herself. Of course, if she live 
in America, she could get a ivorce 
and a pleasant little alimony, but 
in hard-hearted England, Mr. Gals- 
worthy answers it by letting the 
lady of the novel go miserably back 
to the dul] husband and the lady of 
the play. where it is naturally more 
effective, shoot herself in a black 
frock and gardenias. 

In spite of being the, cleverest 


man now writing novels in England‘, 
Mr. Arnold Bennett can write ex- 
tremely poor books when he fee's 


like it, and one of the times he felt 
most like it was when he produced 
“The Lion’s Share”’—the lion's 
share, of course, is what the lady 
of the story wanted. Mr. Bennett 
thinks very little of women, though 
he has a French wife, but from some 
of his books one might suspect he 
thought with George Eliot’s Mrs 
Poyser that it was because “God 
a’mighty made them to match the 
men.” Mr. Bennett will admit tha‘ 
Jane Austen did very well “fur 42 
spinster,” but in music, painting 
and science he considers that wom- 
en have done very badly—which is 


so true and so well known that it! 
ought not to excite a perspicgcious | 
gentleman. 

Of course, the suffragist ladies | 
and those incredible people, the an- | 
ti-suffragist ladies, have had their 
say as well as the ex-lords of cre- 
ation. Miss Ellen Glasgow and 
Miss Mary Johnston and Mrs. Ward 
have written some of the dullest 
books that they or anybody else 
ever wrote on this obsolescent sub- 
ject, in which the propaganda is so 
vigorous that the story is lost toa 
view. Beatrice Forber-Robertson 
Male wrote a novel called “The Nest 
Builder” that a conscientious 
brarian can hardly call more like a 
novel than “Woman and _ Labor,’ 
and Dorothy Canfield Fisher and 
even the conservative Mrs. Wharton 
have spoken distinctly. 


Mr. Wells, who has not inten- 
tionally neglected a person, or spirit 
or object that can even remotely be 


called sociological, shot his best 
feminist arrow years ago in Ann Ve- 
ronica, in fact, according to his im- 
paesioned admirer, J. D. Beresford, 
“the first serious essay in feminism 
—Ann Veronica was a well-educated 
young woman with that leaning to- 
wards, biological science which 
seems an almost necessary element 
in the makeup of Mr. Wells’ exem 
plars of the open mind. She ran 
away, came up to London from her 
father’s suburb, took lodgings and 
essayed quite unsuccessfully § to

KOCH ON EXPEDITION 
TO NORTH GREENLAND 


Copenhagen, August 1.—Lauge 
Koch, the Danish explorer, who 
heads an expedition to northern 
Greenland, in an interview before 
his departure explained the pur- 
poses of his mission. The enter- 
prise, he said, is in the nature of 
a jubilee expedition in lronor of the 
200th anniversary of the arrival in 
Greeland of Hans Egedes, the Jan- 
ish missionary. 

“During these 200 years Greenland 
Sas been thoroughly explored,” said 
M. Koch. “North Greenland, how- 
ever, haS never been mapped out. 
This is the aim of the present ex- 
pedition, because otherwise Den- 
mark would be obliged to apply 
sovereignty to regions which had 
not yet been visited by white men. 

“IT have already proved to the 
satisfaction of American and Brit- 
ish scientists that in northern Green- 
land there is a mountain range 2,000 
feet high, the size of the Caucasus 
range. I further want to penetrate 
the interior of Pearyland, leaving 
direct for Ingl¢field xyold, from 
Which point I will cross inland ice 
on a motor tractor, establishing a 
depot at Warmingland. Trials con- 
ducted during the last few months 
prove that tractors can attain a 
speed of six kilometers an hour, 
equaling the speed of a dog sled. 

“The expedition will be gone 
three years, at the end of which 
time the remaining fourth of Green- 
land will have been mappe@. I also 
expect to bring back a vpry/yinterest- 
ing geological collect y 


PURCHASES FOR_WAR 
SHOWED BIG PROFITS 


London, Augus® 1.—Lord Inver- 
forth, formerly surveyor general of 
Supplies in the British war office, 
by world-wide purchases of raw 
materials on behalf of the govern- 
ment was able to turn into the 
British treasury on March 31 last 
$25,000,000 representing profits on 
all transactions since 1914, accord- 
ing to his report recently made to 
the ministry of munitions. 

While the profits were large, Sir 
Arthur Goldfinch, director general 
of raw materials points out that 
the economic benefits were far 
greater. The raw materials obtain- 
ed were largely used in the manu- 
facture of military cquipment with 
a direct saving estimated at more 
than $5090,000,000. The purchases 
were of wool, hides, leather, flax, 
hémp and similar materials. ‘ 

Insurace, generously taken out, 
served to more than make up losses 
from submarine warfare, it was 
Stated. The record of Lord Inver- 
forth’s activities is in contrast with 
results. obtained by similar depart- 
ments in other allied countries. 
Among the purchases were nearly 
24,000,000 pounds of American sole 
leather and 82,000,000 feet of 
American upper leather. 

Included in the chief items of 
textile and leather equipment for 
the army and navy, air force and 
other branches of the public service 
and for the allies from August 4, 
1914, to March 31, 1919, were: 6l1,- 
899,626 pairs of boots, 81,538,000 
yards o cotton drill, 60,917,000 
yards of khaki, 16,250,000 ground 
sheets, 1,186,000,000 sand bags, 49,- 
508,669 blankets, 23776,345 ajckets., 
164,314,787 pairs of socks and 20,- 
190.810 pairs of woolen gloves. 

Contracts made with British man- 
ufacturers for the goods afforded 
them a large; profit than they 
made for similar work in pre-war 
days, it was said, and served to 
speed up production.

French’s Title.

London, August °1.—It is persist- 
ently rumored here that Viscount, 
French’s successor in the unenvia- 


ble post of viceroy of Ireland will 
be one of two well-known Irish 
peers, both of whom, as,it happens, 
have American wives. One of these 
peers is Lord Granard, who for 


eight years was master of the horse 
in the royal household, who later 


represented the British postmaster 
general in the house of lords and 
who, during the war, was assistant 
military sécretary to the command- 
er-in-chief of the British Salonicea 
expeditionary force. His wife, Lady 
Granard, was Beatrice Mills, second 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Ogden 


Mills, of New York, and is a niece 
of Mrs. Whitelaw Reid. 

The other Irish peer, and the one 
who is now most “fancied” for the 
viceroyalty—whenever it becomes 
vacant—is the fifth Baron Decies, a 
noble ex-soldier and a D. S. O., with 
a long and, distinguished service 
record., Lady Decies, who paid a 
visit to her native land not many 
months ago, is the eldest daughter 
of George Jay Gould, of New York, 


and her marriage in 1911 was one 
of those romantic affairs that touch 


the public imagination even in this 
unimaginative country. For Lord 


Decies was then 47, whereas Vivien 
Gould Was barely 18, and it is said 
that it was a genuine case of love 
at first’ sight that brought about 
the match. 

Hopes May Matcrialize. 

If the recently expressed hopes 
of Premier Lloyd-George for a 
comparatively early settlement of 
the Irish question prove to be well 
founded, the position of Irish vice- 
roy may once again become the 
largely decorative and picturesque 
one that it was in the days when 
Sinn Fein was little more than a 
movement in favor of the revival of 
the ancient Gaelic tongue. In that 
case either of the American peet- 
esses who have been mentioned 
could be relied upon to “dispense” 
the hospitality of the viceregal 
lodge with grace allied to dignity. 

Until recently Lady Decies spent 
most of her time at Leixlip castle, 
her husband's beautiful. place in 
County Kildare, where they used to 
entertain lavishly during the hunt- 
ing season. The serious state of 
affairs in Ireland, however, proba- 
bly accounts for the fact that this 
interesting couple have of late been 
much in London, where Lady Decies 
has always been extremely popular. 
They have one little son aged 9, the 
Hon. Artnur George Marcus de la 
Poer Beresford, heir to the barony, 
and two small daughters. The 
christening of the elder of these 
was an exceptionally notable event, 
the scene of it being the old parish 
church of Stoke Poges, -immortal- 
ized by Gray in his “Klegy.”

The dowry with whic} Lady De- 
cies enriched the British peerage 
was estimated in New York at $9.,- 
000,000. Though this may have been 
an exaggeration, it is fairly certain 
that her little son is a prospective 
millionaire. Lord Decies is now 56. 
Before coming into his title he was 
Major the Hon. J. G. H. Horsley- 
Beresford. He served with the re- 
lief forces in Matabeleland in 1896- 
97, and was mentioned in dispatches. 
In the South African war he com- 
manded a battalion of yeomanry. 
and later saw service in Somaliland, 
where he Ied the Tribal Horse and 
gained the D. S. O. He was aide- 
de-camp to Lord Connemara when 
the latter was governor of Malta.

ers” have now taken to acquaint-

that their masterpieces took in the 
making—for example, a recent book 
of “Paintings and Poems,” by a 
peer’s daughter, aged 12, conveys 
the information ‘that one of the 
lyrical productions contained in it 
was “eomposed in five minutes 
while looking at a sunset.” 

- The Great Idea. 

You are waiting breathlessly, 
however, for my masterdon of an 
idea. So here it is. 

Now that a start has been made

Trouble Because of Jones 
Law— Amendments 
Sought to. Trade Pacts. 


Washington, August 1.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The task ‘of 
studying the m@re than a score of 
commercial] treaties which must be 
amended of canceled under the re- 
cently enacted Jones shipping act 
has been found so formidable by the 
State department that the belief was 
expressed by department officials 
today that it would be impossible 
to complete the work by September 
3, the expiration of the 90-day pe- 
ried permitted by the act. 

In addition to ascertaining the ex- 
tent to which existing treaties must 
be amended in order to reclaim for 
congress the right to enact legisla- 
tion imposing discriminating duties 
and charges in favor of American 
shipping, the state department will 
find it necessary to enter into more 
or less extensive correspondence 
with the foreign governments af- 
fected to develop their views and 
Jearn whether they are willing to 
make the changes desired. This will 
be a time-consuming task, as much 
of the negotiations must be done by 
mail involving many weeks for each 
exchange of notes.

“Il believe that the decision in- 
creasing the cost of living will have 
just the opposite effect,” said Wil- 
lard in an interview Sunday. “The 
rate decision will bring about re- 
newed activity in the development 
of our railroads, which will be re- 
flected in the movement of an én- 
larged yolume of business and this 
shoul@ eventually decrease living 
costs. 

“In my opinion, congress by en- 
asting the transportation act of 
1920, made the continuation of pri- 
vate ownership and operation of 
railroads in this country possible,” 
said President Willard. ‘“‘The intent 
of congress has been fairly inter- 
preted by the interstate commerce 
commission. Whether private own- 
ership and operation of the railroads 
actually does continue to be the es- 
tablished policy in this country will 
now depend wholly upon the rail- 
way managers themselves. 

Under Private Ownership.
